Beesiness In Naples. - é 

Buying and ‘gelling: élgar. stubs id a 
large and lucrative: business in tbe 
vity of Napieg, aud many persons dTe 
engaged in it, ome of them h re 
little stalis or shops near the docks, 
the arsenals and the manufacturing 
establishments where workingmen gre 
In the habit of passing to and frém 
their tasks. Others, with less expital, 
have little stands at street corners; & 
beard laid across a saw horse, vpon 
whieh their stock ip trade is ete 
while the petty deglera in this line of 
business exhibit their tock in iitfle 
piles upon the sidewalk, sometinjes 
not even a hewapaper being under 
them, 

The supply comes from the cathy 
restaurants, hotels and other pubjic 
places. Men and women pick over the 
garbage heaps and the dust boxes, ahd 
boys run up and down the pavements 
lu front of the hotels early every mozn- 
ing looking for ‘snipes.’ Some of 
restaurant and cafe keepers sell t : 
privilege of picking up the celgar 
stumps in their places to dealers, ahd 
tbe proceeds amount to a considerable 
sum during the year. In other places 
ft is one of the perquisites of the head 
walter. 

Some of the stubs are taken to fae. 
tories, where they are cut up and mgn- 
ufactured into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, but the greater part of th 
are sold to the lower classes of work- 
ingmen, sailors and dock wallopers, 
who smoke them in their pipes. 
the entrance of the navy yard, whith 
Ig upon one of the most frequented 
streets fn Naples and in a very 
spicuous place, balf a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar dealers can be fouad 
when the men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day’s work 
The employees are not allowed to 
smoke inside, and their wages do nupt 
permit them to indulge in the luxury 
of cigars or even smoking tobacco at 
first hand, so, for a centisslmo, whith 
iy the smallest coin imaginable—o 
titth of 1 cent—they buy a elgar stub, 
crumble it up in their bags and cra 
it into their pipes.
